Unserviceable track shoes were, 
however, meited down by the Soviet ormy itself, because of 
their hizh percentaze of nansanese anc derree of hardness. 

The track shoes concernec were 500 x £20 im in size, with five 
ears on one side anc four ears on the other. ‘he eara (ste) were 
ee mn in Claneter; the pertaining bolis were 550 mm lon. 

The track shoes were marked "200 A ™ on the inside.
